The arsenal is abun- 
dantly supplied with all sorts of equipments which the 
Rhine and the Meuse affurd; there are. besides in it navy 
thousand masts from the North. Seven years ago, there 
was in Antwerp but-a single quay, and the houses were ad- 
vanced to the banks of the river: at present these houses 
have given place to superb quays, useful to commerce, and 
even to the defence of the place, Six years ago there was 
no basin in it; but only some canals, where ships drawing 
ten or twelve feet water could scarcely enter; now there 
is a basin with 26 feet water, and capable of containing 50 
ships of the line, with a passage for vessels of 120 toni, — 
The quays on the left bank of the New Town will be im- 
mediately constructed, and a aew basin will be excavated 
there.’ All the canals or aqueducts which corrupted the 
air, and gave this towa the aspect of a heap of ruins, have 
been repaired or cleansed.—The Scheldt, frum its mouth 
to Antwerp, is every. where practicable for three-deckers ; 
it is a continued harbour, sheltered from all winds. More 
than 100 ships of war may auchror in the roads of Hoog- 
platen, Terueuse, and Brerland, Independent of the strong 
places of Antwerp and Cadsand, his Majesty has ordered 
the construction Of another stroug place at the poiut of 
Borselea.

** By letters which have been received from the Lieut. 
Governor of Gibralter, of the 26th and 27th ult. it appears, 
that Gen. Ballasteros had arrived at Algeziras with his division 
vf troops, and had assumed the commapd in that quarter, He 
immediately marched upon Xemena, and baving employed a 
few days jn collecting the Patriots, he conrmeticed his operas 
tions on the 18th. His first movements were direcied to Alcala 
de los Gazules, where the Frenety had made themvelves masters 
of the Casile, but Gen, Rallasteros succeeded ia dislodging the 
(rgops w hich-yccupied the town, and droye them back to Chic- 
lana. Ih the mean time, Marshal Soult was advancing with 
about 6000 men by the routes of Obrique and Villa Martin, 
apparently with the intention of occupying the whate of the 
coast from Cadiz to Gibraltar. However, a movement-outhe 
part of our squadron, and of the forces at Cadiz, bad the im- 
mediate effect of checking bis advance, Eis left column, con- 
sisting of about three thousand men, was then direeted agninst 
Gen, Ballasteros, Who fell back as they approached, from 
Ximena to Gancin, but immediately counter-marching, and re-

The Auraor (as Mr. Samuet Beaz- 
Ley, jun, calls himself in capital Ictters) of this crudity de- 
dicates it to Mr. Arwo.po, whem he compliments most ful- 
somely as a manager anda critic! For our parts, we are 
sorry to add the name of another young man to the Hooxs 
and Pococks of the stage. Mr. Beazrey calls this ** his 
first dramatic attempt :” we perfectly agree with Dayogy, 
that . | 

*¢ *Tis miracle to see a first good play ; 

** All hawthorns do not bloom on Christmas day ;”’ 
and if this maiden farce had betrayed the least honour- 
able, or even literary ambition, it should. not have gone 
without ayr poor voice of encouragement; but we are 
concerned to say that the Boarding-House is merely ano- 
ther of those slight, temporary, time-serving (it is a pro- 
fanation of the word to say) dramas, which mistake gabhle 
for humour, aud cant for wit.

The non-engagement of Mr, Matuews this season is en- 
tirely a question of policy with the Managers of the Ly- 
ceum; but that of Mr. Mownen is more a question of jus- 
tice. The Proprietors of Covent-gardcn, as we understand, 
réfused, against all précedent, to pay the salary of this 
faithfat veteran for the period of his confinement by ill 
health, doring the last season ; and Mr. Mowvew has very 
properly resented this treatment by seceding frer the com- 
pany. The prolongation of the Haymarket season til] the 
15th of this wonth is some compensation to the admirers 
of that exquisite humourist; and we have it in our power 
to inform the theatrical world, that Mr. Matiews is en- 
sagéd for the néxt sedson at that theatre. However friefd- 
ly we may be to fresh supplies of talent, it is fil that tried 
merit should not be forgotten.

MR. FOX DINES WITH BONAPARTE, ' 


On the Ist of Vendemaire (September 23,) another levee wa 
held at which Mr, Fox was present, The ceremouy was simi- 
lar to that of the former levees It was usual to iovite those 
presented at a former one to diover on the subsequent one, Mr, 
Fox on this occasion, therefore, dined with the First Constil. 
I recollect well his returning in. the evening to the Hotel de 
Richelieu; he said Bonaparte talked.a great deal; and 1 in- 
ferred at the time, that he whe engrossed the conversation in 
company with Mr, Fox, debacred himself of much instruction, 
and did not fecl his value sufficiently, Mr. Fox, however, was 
pleased, or I may say, amused. After dinner, which was 4 
short one, the Consul retired, witha select company, to Mad. 
Buoaparte’s apartments in the Thailleries, where the rest of the 
evening was spent. Mr. Fox appeared to consider Bonaparte 
as ayoung mana good deal intoxicated with his snceess and sue- 
prising elevation, and did not doubt of his sincerity a3 to the 
mainteugnee of peace. He manifested some irritation againse 
a part of Mr. Pit’s Ministry, as having instigated and been 
privy to plots agaiyst his life, pagticulacly that of the infernal 
machine, aod getyally named one individual, whom he re- 


proached with haviug aided it—the late Mr. Windham. Mr, 


Fox didevery thing to discharge the miod of the First Consul 
from such an idea, as far as his own positive contradiction, and 
as his belief, stroaghy expressed, could go. Bonaparte spoke 
a good deal of the possibility of doing away all dillerence be- 
iween the inhabitants of the two worlds, of blending the black 
aod the white, and having ugiversal peace.

Bill this year (1806), but that it had been rejected. It was 
very evident, from bis manuer, whom Ireland might thank for 
this boon, and Tain quite satisfied that to this day she owes so 
much of the preservation of her liberties principally, if not en- 
tirely, to Charles James Fox, On this occasion, he said that 
something was ta coniemplation relating to tythes. I did not 

think Mr. Fox’s mind was at all at ease upon the subject of 
Ireland. He seemed to rely upon the Duke of Bédford’s 
name and amiable disposition; but with all that candour and 
urity of sau! which so eminently set him above the dark and. 
ughty Statesman; the smooth and wily Courtier, he @id net, 
affect to say that much could be done, In fact, the Patriots, 
or Whig eltatacters of Ireland, had contributed to make Mr. 
Fox’s situation mere dificult, and more individually responsible 
fur Treland, It was manifest that Mr. Grattan and. Mr. Pon- 
souby, and their friends, had made uo conditions for her. 1 
ever considered this as a fatal dereliction of her interests, Mr. 
Rox, overwhelmed as he was with foreign and domestic affairs, 
was. neither called apon, nor was he able, to act evety where, 
und for every person. Lam sure, too, that had Mr, Grattan 
and his friends expressly declared that they must know what 
terms of felief would be granted to Ireland, before they could 
support the new Ministry, Mr. Fox would tiave found himself 
strengthened by the demand ; and that if no other man in the 
Cabinet bad listened with satisfaction to their proposals, he 
would, The Catholics, helpless as they were, having noue of 
their body in the Knglish Parliament, acted a wise as well as
